character, is not so well calculated to make 
him the ropoiitory of the President’s personal 
c-'ufldencoH os the franker and more commu­ 
nicative nature of Judge Pierrepont, in whose 
presence reticence is relaxed, on the principie 
that like begets like. 
In the interview with 
our 
representative, 
which

to-day, 
Mr. 
P ierrepont 
spok<f- with his 
habitual 
frank 
courtesy, 
but 
even his 
statem ents do not remove the donbis excited | 
by the President’s ambiguotLs letter. 
Mr.

P ierrepont’s language is indeed very em­ 
phatic. 
“ ftesid en t G rant," he says, “ has ; 
4old me his plans for the future, and I cannot | 
consider that he has concealed anything from j 
me. 
If he has a wish to be President again j 
he must have a capability for deception such

as DO other man ever had before him." 
This 
might seem conclusive if hum an experience 
did not so abundantly attest the capacity of 
men to deceive themselves. 
We have forgot­ 
ten what ancient exile from power it was who 
persuadeti himselt he was far happier in his 
rural recreations than he would be in gov­ 
erning a State, but to whom these tranquil 
pursuits seemed intolerably vapid from the 
moment the news reached him that he was 
likely to be recalled. 
The fabulists have de- 
lighted to satirize this weakness of hum an na­ 
ture, as in the fable of the fox who thought 
the grapes were aobr ^ h e n he fonud he could 
not leap high enough to pluck them, and the 
fable ot the cat who was transform ed into n 
fine lady and presided at the tea table with 
all the airs of polite breeding until a mouse 
chanced to run across the room, when she gave a 
sudden spring overthe rattling china to pounce 
upon the little intruder. 
If her feline lady­ 
ship had assured her tea table companions 
three minutes before that she had become 
quite indifferent to mice she would have had 
as little consciousnes» of deception as General 
Grant had in the assurances he gave Judge 
Pierrepont. 
We therefore submit with great 
deference to Mr. Pierrepont, whom we sin­ 
cerely respect, that there it no necessary im- 
pu«ation on the President’s sincerity in sup­ 
posing that he may yet be a candidate in 
1876. 


The conflicting interpretations of his letter 
are a natural consequence of the ambiguity 
of its language and the contrariety of its posi­ 
tions. 
It supports both sides of the question; 
the negative meekly and Umely, the affirma­ 
tive with vigor and zeal. 
President G rant 
defends the principle of the third term, but 
disclaims any personal desire to benefit by it 
in practice. 
B ut he cannot be ignorant that 
what the American people chiefly object to is 
the principle-

The Pennsylvania resolution, which called 
forth his letter, was aim ed solely against the i 
principle of the third term, and was accom­ 
panied with another resolution strongly in­ 
dorsing the administration oí President G ran t ' 
The Ohio platform made the same broad dis- | 
criminntion, condfm niug the thinl term on ' 
principle, but praising the patriotism, wis­ 
dom and public services of the present in- ¡ 
cnm bent 
The republican conventions arc 
not opposing the man. but the principle, and 
it is evident that no man has any chance of a 
third term unless opposition to the principle 
can be broken down. 
President Grant, a ith

Had It lioen the real pnrpe.se of President 
Grant in writing bis letter to remove doubts 
n!«H silene- criticism he would not have made 
ÍT so .'■.lear that be favors the third terniprinci- 
pie and left it so nncertuin whether he would 
j»ersoDally arcept a third term. While he stoutly 
m ainfninafhat a third term is as proper as a 
first, he does not say nneqnivocally that he 
will not accept anotlor nom ination if it 
siionld lie offered him. 
He merely postpones 
the perlonal question {wnding the question of 
p n n rip le whteh his letter is designed to in- 
fluenw'. He says he would not sen pt aiiotl.cr 
nomination ’’unless it shon’d come nnder 
such rircnm stances as to m ake it an imiiera- 
tivc duty."

The strongest republican candi­ 
date ho would undoubtedly be if the country 
did not oppose the third election of a Presi­ 
dent OQ principle, quite irrespective of bis 
personal merits. 
The bold attem pt which 
General G rant has made in his letter to dis­ 
credit and demolish that principle, and thus 
remove the chief obstacle to bis nom ination, 
is 
as 
inexplicable

purfiose 
than to quiet 
the 
public 
fears. 
It is 
m ore probable 
that 
the 
real design of 
tho letter was to prevent the republican con­ 
ventions of other States from following the

If the republican party would drop 
the subject on the strength of his declaration 
it would not be precluded from nom inating 
him again by resolutions in all the States like 
that adopted in Pennsylvania. 
The letter 
was intended to head off the passage of more 
such resolutions, and to convince the country 
that a third term is constitutional, and may 
at some time be necessary to the public safety. 
If the republican party conld be brought to 
accept this doctrine the renom ination of Grant 
would follow as a m atter of course, for he is 
personally the strongest m an in the party. 
And if he were once nom inated this “ impera­ 
tive duty” of beating the democrats would 
overcome his reluctance in 1876 as it did in 
1868. 


T lie T o le ra n c e 
o f th e M odern 
P n lp lt. 


A comparison of the views of our leading 
clergymen is an interesting and sometimes a 
profitable occupation, but it is rarely excit­ 
ing. 
The churches at this tim e and in this 
country aeem to live Hogether comfortably 
and to be united by a spirit of tolerance. 
Now and then some Protestant divine thunders 
forth against the abom inations of Rome, and 
endeavors to show that the Pope is the beast 
spoken of in Revelation, or some Catholic 
priest denounces free schools and puts out of 
the pale of salvotion all who do not believe in 
his own creed; but those are exceptions to tho 
good feeling that exists. 
Clergymen have 
ceased to beat each other with booka of di­ 
vinity, and polemical discusaions are rarely 
heard in the pulpjt. 
The tendency to preach 
morality and those truths of • Christianity 
which all sects acknowledge results in a har­ 
mony 
which 
is 
in 
remarkable contrast 
to the religious feuds that form erly disturbed 
the religious world. 
To com pare the sermons 
of the Roman Catholics, the Episcopalians, 
the Methodvats, the Presbyterians, is to find 
not so m uch the differences as the resem­ 
blances of tbeir teachings. 
Occasionally, 
however, we find very opposite views, as in 
Mr. Frothingham ’s sermon of yesterday and 
that of -Mr. Talmage. 
Mr. Frothingham dealt 
with symbols and shadows, and said that “ a 
tingle hour of duty is worth a century of exor­ 
cism, of prayer and of praise.” The Brooklyn 
preacher, on the contrary, declared that “ we 
want more prayer 
in 
the store, in the 
nursery, in the parlor, in the legislative halls; 
more prayer among the young, among the 
old.” 
Mr. Beecher, in bis serm on at Plym­

church, affirmed 
the

Parliamentary Committee on Railways, pub­ 
licly declared that the immense power ob­ 
tained by the great companies was a national 
misfortune, that they formed a secret league, 
united by the bond of common interest, and 
had almost the entire press at their command, 
purchasing its support or its silbncc. 
Some 
of them had a staff of from forty thousand 
to fifty thousand employés in their service 
and enjoyed

departments. 
It 
is 
obviously 
the interest of Philippart to pose as the rep­ 
resentative of hum ble interests which gigantic 
monopolies threaten to ruin.

We print this morning an interesting letter 
from Berlin in reference to the situation in Ger« 
many, written at a time when Paris and Lon­ 
don were frantic over their apprehensions ol 
a general war. 
As our correspondent shows, 
the idea that Germans would gladly lapse into 
the pursuits of peace when they had conquered 
the French, that they were really a “simple, 
idyllic and studious people,” caring only foi 
peace and science and tranquillity, was erro­ 
neous. 
The fall of France m eant the rise ot 
Germany, and not simply the confederation 
of States, caring only for their internal im­ 
provement and the protection of their fron­ 
tiers, bnt as a m ighty aggressive military 
Power, who, having overthrown France, stood 
ready and only anxious to com bat with the 
rest of the world. According to our correspond* 
ent Germany is now controlled by absolutism , 
taking its source, not from the throne, but 
from the Prim e Jliiiistor. Since the w ar there 
has grown up a m ilitary party, which proposes 
that Germany, having found union by the 
sword, can only retain it by the sword. 
This 
party now embraces the Chancellor, Prince 
Bismarck, the Crown Prince and all the royal 
family but the Emperor, who is too old a sol- 
dier and far too old a m an to care about risk­ 
ing his gray hairs in a new campaign. 
T hf 
German m ilitary party has frequently alarmed 
Europe at the danger of war. 
It every day 
publishes warlike articles. 
It interferes with 
Italy and the Pope, and is constant in com­ 
plaints of angry and foo’.ish French priests 
who mourn over the prisoner of the Vatioan 
and the persecutor of Varzin. 
Tho convio- 
tion of this m ilitary party is that the last wai 
was impertcctly fuiislied; 
th at unless Qei« 
many renew s it now and overwhelms Francs 
she will be compelled to fight at later days 
under more disadvantageous circumstances. 
The fact that such a party exists in Germany, 
that it is 80 powerful as represented in the 
bight-r ranks of the new Em pire, that so ac­ 
tive a man as Prince Bismarck commands it, 
and that there is probably mor_> than justics 
in the fear that Franco is arm ing for a war ol 
revenge, gives constant vaiue to the situatioo 
on the Continent, aud makes tho elaborate 
and in.struclivo explanation of our corro- 
spondent an interesting chapter of the pohtios 
of tho day.
